Smallpox on the British ship Alice A. Leigh. 

Port Townsend Quarantine, April 16, 1897. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that the British ship Alice A. Leigh 
arrived at the British Columbia quarantine station April 11, 1897, 
forty-four days from Shanghai, with three cases of smallpox on board. 
Two deaths had occurred on the voyage.

Yellow fever on the steamship Finance. 

A case of yellow fever was removed April 22 from the steamship 
Finance to the Swinburn Island Hospital, New York. The patient died 
the same day, and the necropsy verified the diagnosis. The disease was 
probably contracted in Panama, as he embarked at Colon on April 15. 

The consuls at Panama and Colon have been requested to exercise 
every possible precaution before granting bills of health to vessels leav- 
ing those ports for the United States.
